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VITAL STATISTICS. 


Parents and others are requested to carefully examine 
the following lists and if any errors or omissions are dis- 
covered report them at once to the town clerk, that the record 
may be corrected, as it is of importance that the record of 
Vital Statistics should be complete. Herewith are extracts 
from the General Laws of Massachusetts, Chapter 46. 


Section 3. Every physician, or hospital medical officer 
registered under Section nine of Chapter one hundred and 
twelve, in this chapter called officer, shall keep a record of 
the birth of every child in cases of which he was in charge, 
showing date and place of birth, the name, if any, of the child, 
its sex and color, the name, age, birthplace, occupation and 
residence (including the street number, if any) of each 
parent, the maiden name of the mother and the name of the 
physician or officer, if any, personally attending the birth. 
If the child is illegitimate, the name of and other facts 
relating to the father shall. not be set forth except upon 
written request of both the father and mother. Said physi- 
cian or officer shall, within fifteen days after such birth, mail 
or deliver to the clerk or register of the town where such 
birth occurred, a report stating the facts herein above re- 
quired to be shown on said record and also the said written 
request, if any; provided. that if said report is not so made 
within forty-eight hours after such birth, said physician or 
officer shall, within said forty-eight hours, mail or deliver to 
said clerk, or registrar a notice stating the date and place of 
the birth, the street number, if any, the ward number, if in 
a city, and the family name. Upon presentation to him of a 
certificate of the town clerk stating that any such birth has 
been duly reported, the town treasurer shall pay to such physi- 
cian or officer a fee of twenty-five cents for each birth so re- 
ported. Any physician or any such officer violating any 
provision of this section shall forfeit not more than twenty- 
five dollars. 
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Section 4. A member or servant of a family in which 
a child is born, having knowledge of the facts required for 
record relative to such births, shall furnish the same upon 
request of the clerk of the town where such child was born 
or its parents reside, or of any person authorized by him. 
Such member or servant refusing to furnish such facts 
shall be punished by fine not exceeding ten dollars. 


Section 6. Parents, within forty days after the birth of 
a child, and every householder, within forty days after a 
birth in his house, shall cause notice thereof to be given to 
the clerk of the town where such child is born. Every 
householder in whose house a death occurs and the oldest 
next of kin of a deceased person in the town where the death 
occurs shall, within five days thereafter, cause notice there- 
of to be given to the board of health.

REGULATIONS OF THE SCHOOL DEPARTMENT. 


No child can enter the first grade unless such child shall 
become six years of age on or before October 1 following the 
opening of the fall term he wishes to enter. For entrance 
to the first grade this coming fall a child must be six years 
of age on or before October 1, 1934. 


No child can enter the kindergarten unless such child 
shall become five years of age on or before October 1 follow- 
ing the opening of the fall term he wishes to enter. For 2 
child to enter the kindergarten this coming fall he must be 
five years of age on or before October 1, 1934. No child can 
enter school after October first except by special permission. 


Provided by law, a birth certificate must be presented 
when a child first enters school. The law also requires that 
all children who attend public schools shall be vaccinated. 


We urge that all children enter the kindergarten, as this 
is the school in which the work of the beginning of reading, 
number work, etc., is taken up. A child who enters the first 
grade without having attended the kindergarten is thus 
handicapped by not having the advantages of the beginning 
work given in the kindergarten. 


Any pupil who has been out of school on account of a 
contagious disease is not to return to school until he has 
secured a certificate signed by a physician. This certificate 
will be exchanged through the superintendent’s office for a 
return permit to be given the teacher. 


As required by law, when a minor secures a work certi- 
ficate he must leave a birth certificate to be placed on file for 
inspection, in the office of the superintendent of schools. 
When the minor becomes twenty-one years of age this birth 
certificate may be returned. 
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The office of this union school district has available about 
seven hundred birth record certificates of persons who are 
now over twenty-one years of age. We will be very glad to 
deliver these to their owners. It is requested that any per- 
sons who have left birth certificates for employment certifi- 
cates within the last twenty years and who are now twenty- 
one years of age, please call the office of the superintendent 
for these certificates. Many of them are valuable and may 
be of real use to you sometime.

Due to better business conditions and longer hours of 
labor, the circulation of books from the Main Library has 
dropped back a little to a more normal position, but the fact 
that the circulation still equals thirteen and a fraction books 
for each inhabitant of the Town per year, shows something 
of the importance of this institution in the educational and 
social life of the townspeople. 


It was necessary to make some unusual repairs in re- 
setting part of the fountain and rearranging the shrubbery, 
and with a considerable reduction in estimated income from 
Trust Funds, our Library Department closes its year without 
earrying forward balance from Trust Funds, as in former 
vears. 


The Trustees greatly appreciate the use by the towns- 
people of the facilities offered by this institution and cordial- 
ly invite any suggestions or criticisms regarding the con- 
duct of the same. 


The Trustees appreciate the hearty cooperation with the 
Librarian and her assistants, and respectfully ask for a 
continuance of the same.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT. 


The Librarian respectfully submits the forty-eighth 
annual report. 


A thorough revision of the registration this year made 
it necessary to withdraw one hundred seventy-seven borrow- 
ers’ cards either by reason of death or on account of the bor- 
rower moving to another town. There are now, however, 1922 
registered borrowers which is nearly two-thirds of the popu- 
lation. 


With more of our community at work this year there 
has been a noticeable decrease in circulation from last year. 
Last year was the exceptional one and the use of the library 
has been more normal this year. 


The High School freshman class came to the library in 
the fall for instruction in its use and an examination. 


Story hours were held during the winter for the child- 
ren with the usual good attendance and the State Certificate 
reading was carried on in the summer vacation. Early in the 
fall the play “Cinderella” was presented by a cast of puppets 
which were made by Miss Snodgrass and the part-time 
assistants. To this performance only the children eligible 
for certificates were invited as they were received at this 
time. Twenty-seven five-book certificates and four twenty- 
book certificates were earned. A deposit of books was sent 
to the Grammar School for Miss Cressey to use in connection 
with her English course. For Book Week in November many 
of the best books old and new for children were specially 
displayed in the Children’s Room for the benefit of parents 
and teachers. 
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The Branch at South Hopedale has been used by eighty- 
one card holders this year and more than five thousand books 
have been circulated by the enthusiastic and efficient Librar- 
ian in charge. 


A lock and key from the work-shop door of Rev. Adin 
Ballou with the original screws has been presented to the 
library this year by Mr. Warren H. Stevens of Milford and 
will be kept with our other local history material. 


Frances Lewis, a junior at the High School, was added 
to the staff as a part-time assistant after a successful period 
of training. Meetings of the Children’s Round Table were 
attended by the staff as well as the mid-winter meeting of 
the Massachusetts Library Club in Boston. The Librarian 
was elected secretary of the Bay Path Library Club at its 
meeting in May. 


At this time I express my grateful appreciation to the 
Trustees for their helpful support and sincere thanks to my 
assistants and janitor for their hearty cooperation.
